The duties of such board shall be such 
as are stated in Chapter 41, Sections 70 to 72, of the 
General Laws, and further to consider and advise 
upon municipal improvements, either at the request 
of other officials of the town or upon its own initia- 
tive. It shall consider and develop a town plan with

intervals. It may hold public meetings. It shall at 
all times have access‘to public documents or informa- 
tion in the possession of any town official or depart- 
ment. ‘It shall examine the plans for the exterior of 
any public building, monument or similar feature, and 
‘ for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may 
make such recommendations thereon as it may deem

‘Section 4. All plans for laying out, extending, dis- 
continuing or changing the limits of any playground 
or public park, and every purchase of land for the

submitted to said board for its opinion at least two 

weeks in advance of action by the board of selectmen 
or the town. 


The board shall make a report to the 
town annually, giving information regarding condi- 
tion of the town and plans or proposals for the devel- 
opment of the town and estimates of the cost thereof.

Gentlemen: 


Herewith is presented the fifth annual report of the ~ 
Board of Water Commissioners for the year 1934. 


Maintenance and Operation 


The routine of maintenance and operation consist- 
ed of installation of eleven services, emergencf repairs 
of one hydrant, re-laying of the main suction pipe at 
the Sudbury Reservoir, painting and fencing of the. 
Fayville Standpipe, fencing of Clear Hill Standpipe, 
weekly inspection of all standpipes, flushing of dead ° 
ends and the quarterly readng of meters. 


Services 


Due to the unprecedented freezing weather, late in 
December, 1933, and early in January, 1934, eleven 
services became frozen and seventeen meters had to 
be repaired. 


During the year 14 services have been turned on 
and eight discontinued, only two of which were for 
non-payment of water rates, 
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There were 11 services installed during the year as 
follows:

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An emergency repair was necessary on Maple Street 
when a 2” gate valve ‘stem was broken while being 
turned off, requiring the ‘excavation for the removal ° 
of the old valve and the installation of a new one. 


Hydrants 


During the year the hydrant at Dee’s, on Central 
Street, became blocked with a stone from the main ~ 
pipe, requiring the excavation and disconnection of 
the hydrant. 


Two hydrants were installed, one at Prentiss Street 
.and one on the Southville Road, near the Westboro 
line. ; 


The hydrants are inspected and. flushed regularly. 


New fences were installed at the standpipés on Oak 
Hill and Clear Hill. 


The standpipe on Oak Hill was painted on the in- 
side with one coating of Main’s Water Proof Hot Coat- 
ing and on the outside with two coats of outside alum- 
inum paint at.a cost of $505.88. 


The thawing machine that was purchased during 
the past year has been a valuable addition to the Wa- 
ter Department equipment. 


F.E.R.A. Project 


The suction line at the pumping station was repaired 
under an F.E.R.A. project. This project supplied the 
following labor and materials: -

The cost of labor was paid by the Federal Govern- 
ment and the materials, amounting to $131.00, was 
the only cost to the Town on a project costing $551.00.

An operating cost sheet is kept of the expense of 
the Water Department truck, showing the number of 
miles traveled, the amount of gasoline, oil and alcohol 
used and the cost of repairs. 


Pumping Station 


The inside of the pumping station was painted dur- 
ing the past year. A log is kept at the station, show- 
ing the time each pump is operated, the amount of 
water pumped, the pressure at start and stop, the 
amount of chlorene used, ‘the temperature and the 
supplies received. The electric meter reading is tak- 
en once a week. An operating cost sheet is also kept, 
showing the cost each month of labor, electric power, 
chlorene, fuel.oil, supplies and repairs, the total cost 
for the year and the cost to pump 100,000 gallons.

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Recommendations 


This year the Water Commission have several ar- 
ticles in the Town Warrant relative to the extension 
of water mains and recommend their passage because: 


The extensions are, primarily, to provide work for 
the unemployed through assistance of the P.W.A. 
These extensions would provide a possibility of add- 
ing about 15 services to the Water Department. The 
- commissioners want to reiterate that these extensions 
are to be made only provided the P.W.A. extend fin- 
ancial aid to the town for the projects. The law rela- 
tive to payment of allotments by the P.W.A., to which 
Sewer and Water projects are assigned, is made on a 
basis of 50—50%. The town, therefore, must appro- 
priate, at town meeting, at least 50% of any P.W.A.’ 
project. If the P.W.A. rejects any project the money 
so voted at Town Meeting must revert to the town 
treasury. 


The truck belonging to the Water Department is 
‘ badly in need of repair. It was purchased five years 
ago, since which time it has been in daily use. -To 
make it a safe vehicle to be on the road and to keep 
it in proper running condition, would require the fol- 
lowing parts, at a cost of about $145.00: 


Clutch, the flywheel is out of true, requiring con- 
siderable adjusting; 2nd speed, badly worn; roof of 
cab, new covering needed; foot brakés, all gone; steer- 
ing, the front end is very bad and shimmies a great 
deal; king pins and bushings; four tires; rear end. 


The actual code value of the truck is about $70.00. 
As it would cost more than twice its value to make the 
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necessary repairs, the commissioners are of the opinion 
that the purchase of a new truck is essential for the 
sake of economy, safety and efficiency. The amount 
asked for, $493.00, is included in the appropriation of 
the Water Department. 


The hydrants should be painted this year and the 
commissioners will try to put this work through as:a 
government P.W.A. project. 


One hydrant should be installed on Marlboro Road, 
epposite Mr. Dunn’s property.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


Hon. Board of Selectmen, 
Southborough, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for 1934. Although 
the appropriation for this department is smaller than 
it has been for years, a large amount of work has been 
accomplished. The department secured two projects 
with extensions through the C.W.A. and F.E.R.A. 
Many undesirable and dangerous trees and branches 
were removed and the wood turned over to the abut- 
ters or to the Welfare Department. 


Your Warden wishes to call the attention of the 
town to the near approach of the deadly Dutch Elm . 
disease and requests that persons report immediately 
to the Warden or his deputies of any suspicious elm 
that they may see. The Dutch Elm disease shows most 
often in June and July, the withering or yellowing of 
the leaves usually on one branch. The twigs show a 
dark greyish stain in the circular sap rings. There is . 
no cure. Upon proper diagnosis at the State College, 
the government will step in and end the situation. 
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The disease is-carried by a small black bark beetle, 
about an eighth of an inch long, known as scolyptus 
scolyptus, which is prevalent all through the Atlantic 
coast states. The beetle is the only carrier of the 
disease. Be on the look-out and report suspicious cases 
at once. 


The report of the receipts and expenditures of the 
department will be found in the report of the Town 
Auditor.

The Committee considers that the past year of 1934 
has produced most. gratifying results scholastically 
and:takes this opportunity to congratulate the Super- 
intendent, Principals, and Teachers on their effort 
-and co-operation. The results, alone, of the State 
Achievement Tests were more than satisfactory. 


Teachers 
The regular teaching staff has remained intact now 
for two whole years. This condition in itself facili- 
tates the carrying out of the program of studies set 
forth by the Committee. During the year the services 
of Mr. Rinehart were engaged to improve the penman- 
ship of the students. The results speak for them- 
selves, for at the present writing the Peters’ High 
School leads in a penmanship contest ete the High 

Schools of seven nearby towns. 


Health 
' As it seemed advisable to make a change in the of- 
fice of School Nurse, last June, Mrs. Mary Baker, R.N., 


a 
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was appointed to fill the vacancy... The Committee 
appreciates ‘the effort and enthusiasm Mrs. Baker has 
shown in carrying out her duties. 


The customary health policy was continued and 
some three hundred and eighty-six pupils were exam- 
ined, The Committee’s prayer for the last two years 
for something to be done about a dental clinic was 
answered thru the aid of the F.E.R.A. Even tho 
slightly fewer children were discovered to have dental 
trouble in 1984 than in 1983, it is hoped that some 
means can be found to continue the good work of 
the dental clinic for another year. The Committee’s 
attention was also called to the increase in the number 
of pupils having defective eyesight and it is of opin- 
ion that something should be done to remedy this con- 
dition. The Committee deeply appreciates the aid 
given by the various Societies of the Town in further- 
ing its health program, for the school children. 


Repairs 


South Union School: The entire ‘iste of the build- 
ing painted and varnished by the janitor, and the 
driveway patched. 


Fayville School: The old iron sinks were replaced 
by enamel sinks, and the bubblers were removed to 
more sanitary places. 


Peters’ High School: One of the ventilator shafts 
_was shingled and at the same time’ the chimney was 
pointed. It was found necessary to move one of.the 
chemical laboratory desks to the front of the room to 
serve as a demonstration table, because of the size of 
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the class, which ‘prohibited the usual individual ‘ate 
eratory work to a certain extent. 


New Equipment 


The Vacudraft Heating System installed at the Pe- © 
ters’ High School last year proved to be extremely sat- _ 
isfactory, both in so far 4s comfort in the school was 
concerned and as to saving in fuel, that a similar in- 
stallation was made at the South Union School. 


Transportation 


If the same reduction in school enrollment holds for 
next year, as occurred in the fall.of 1934. it is probable 
that some of the bus routes can be combined, and 
thereby make a substantial saving for the town. 


General 


The Committee wishes to thank the Superintendent, 
Principals, Teachers, Janitors, Bus Drivers, and Health 
Officers who volunteered a ten percent contribution 
from their salaries for the Welfare Department, and 
moreover, for their excellent effort and co-operation 
given during the year.

‘It gives me pleasure to submit my annual report of 
the schools of Southborough, which is the ninth in my 
series of reports. . 


Teachers 
There were no changes in the teaching staff during 


the year. No teacher has less than two years of ex-. 


perience. This is a condition which is much to be 
praised since progressive steps begun may be con- 
tinued without the interruption which changes, in 
teaching staff make necessary. It is possible under 
such a policy to obtain greater efficiency of instruc- 
tion, 


Mr. W. L. Rinehart was employed to supervise pen- 
manship throughout the school system. We now en- 
joy expert instruction and. supervision of this subject 
in all grades.

For- 
mal work in Grade I has been eliminated under this 
plan. This means that addition and subtraction, for- 
merly taught at this point, have been discontinued. 
Research has demonstrated the soundness of this pol- 
icy. Children are taught, however, sufficient number 
concepts as to enable them to understand significant 
life situations at their age. 


A second significant change under this plan is the 
introduction and use of one process until it is thorough- 
ly understood as opposed to the more rapid use of dif- 
ferent processes. For example, a large part of time 
in Grade II is spent in addition; much of the time in 
Grade III is spent with addition and subtraction; lit- 
tie work is done in division until Grade IV. Multipli- 
cation is little used until Grade HI. By this plan con- 
fusion as to the operations under the use of different 
processes introduced at short intervals have been 
avoided. ; 


A third distinctive feature of the new course is the 
emphasis on arithmetic in daily use. Buying at the 
store, méasuring, weighing, and other life situations 
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are used as a means of formulating simple problems 
for solution. 


-° Through these means it is hoped and believed that 
arithmetic. will be more enjoyed, function better in 
life situations, and that it will be more significant. 


More time will be available for developing and im- 
proving reading, improving speech habits, and solving 
-the personal problems of the pupil. 


It is interesting to note that long trial of this method 
in many school systems has demonstrated that the 
‘achievement in the elementary grades is as high as 
under the old system and that pupils enjoy it much 
more,

Achievement In School Subjects 
Metropolitan Achievement Tests in Reading were 
administered in the Primary Grades. Results are here-

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The above may be read as follows: e. g.: Grade I 
at South Union School has an average age of six years 
and eight months achieved as well as an average grade 
seven years and 1 month old, and, therefore, shows an 
acceleration in reading of five months. We may ex- 
press this by saying that the grade is five months in 
advance of the standing which we might normally 
expect. * 


The Metropolitan Tests in history, geography, arith- 
metic, spelling, reading, English, and literature were 
administered in grades four to eight. The results are 
expressed and interpreted as in the foregoing reading 
tests. Test results are combined in a singte score. .

The results of the foregoing tests demonstrate that 
good work is being. accomplished throughout the 
school system in the school subjects. These tests are 
helpful also in revealing the grades or subjects in 
which better work may be done. 
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Reimbursement On Account of Teachers 


Tt has already been indicated in.this report that the 
teachers of the Southborough schools are an experi- 
enced group: On this account the State reimburse- 
ment has reached the substantial amount of $3,410. 
It will be slightly larger next year and at that level 
will remain constant, since the maximum allowance 
was reached last year, except in the case of one teach- 
er. Should we begin with an entire new teaching 
staff the reimbursement would be approximately one- 
half of the above amount. It pays, therefore, in more 
ways than one to maintain salaries at a level at which 
experienced teacHers may be retained. 


Major Repairs and Improvements 


The Vacu-Draft a device for the purpose of reduc- 
‘ing fuel costs proved very successful at Peters High 
School. On the strength of fuel savings here the units 
were installed at South Union School. Reports indi- 
cate-good results at this school. : 


Because of the large enrollment in the Chemistry 
class at the High School it was impossible to continue 
laboratory work for each individual. It was, there- 
fore, necessary to move a chemistry laboratory desk 
to the front of the room and use it as a demonstration 
table. This method is in wide use and proves very 
successful and reduces the cost of the course. 


It was necessary to repair the steam return line at 
the High School building, which froze during the se- 
vere winter weather of 1934. Changes were made,. 
which have made the operation of the boiler more 
efficient. 7 = Oe [| %| 
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Repairs to the chimney and roof of the High School 
were made, necessitated particularly by the danger to 
which children were exposed from falling debris. 


Considerable painting of the basement and varnish- 
ing of desks were also done at the same school. 


At South Union School the interior of the building 
was painted and desks were refinished. 


The policy of annual repairs at expedient time is an 
efficient and economical one.

A report of each child’s defects was sent to their 
respective parents and an effort made to induce the 
parents to have these defects corrected.

The children of these people have been helped by 
several local organizations. Eleven children were ex- 


amined and fitted to glasses, three were given dental- 


care, one had tonsils and adenoids removed and sev-

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era] underweight children were helped by the addi- 
tion of milk, eggs or cod liver oil to their diet. 


Although many children were treated in the dental 
projects of the C.W.A. last spring, the dental examin- 
ation of September shows a very large percent of de- 


fective teeth among our children. We must try to im- 


prove this. Sound teeth form a large part of the base 
of our children’s good health now and in the future. 


Up to the present time we have had only one case 
of scarlet fever, three cases of whooping cough. Chil- 
dren with any suspicious symptoms are promptly ex- 
cluded from school. 


I wish to express my appreciation of the interest 
and co-operation given me by the School Committee, 
Superintendent, Principals and Teachers. Also the 
parents, who have so gladly remedied their children’s 
defects.

ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
Southborough, Massachusetts 


For the Year 1934 


To the Citizens of Southborough: 


1. At a meeting of the Advisory Board, in April, 
1933, it was stated that there had been a growing ten- 
dency on the part-of the’ officials of-some of the De- 
partments of the Town, to spend more money than 
had been granted to the Departments and after hav- 
ing done so, to come before the Advisory Board and 
ask that it give its approval thereto. Therefore, it 
was unanimously voted that the Secretary of the Board 
be instructed to: send a letter to the Chairman of every 
Department, calling this matter to his attention and 
asking that hereafter every effort be made to the end 
that the appropriation for the Department should not 
be exceeded. As a result, most of the Departments 
did not spend more than had been appropriated. 


2. At the Annual Town Meeting, in March, 1933, 
it was voted, under Article 3, that the Selectmen be 
instructed to reduce the wages of labor on the high- 
ways 10% and that the Cemetery Commissioners be 
instructed to pay for labor in their Department, the 
same wages as were to be paid in the Highway De- 
partment. Inasmuch, however, as the Cemetery Com- 
missioners paid during 1933, higher wages for labor, 
than were paid by the Highway Department, the Ad- 
visory Board is of the opinion that in view of the 
above-mentioned vote, the attention of the Town 
should be called to this matter. 


38. In considering the estimates of expenditures 
which have been submitted for 1934, by the various 
Departments of the Town, the Advisory Board has 
had in mind not only the results of the depression, but 
also the fact that during the current year, the Town 
must pay in interest and on principal, on account of 


its Water Loan, the New Schoolhouse, the Fayville 
Fire and Water District, the Worcester County Hos- 
pital, etc.; the sum of $33,590.13, or. the equivalent of 
$11.00. per $1000.00 in the 1984 tax computation, on 
the basis of last. year’s valuations and income. This 
fact-alone has shown the great. need of very. careful 
scanning: of estimates, to the end that the sums of 
money to be appropriated, shall be as small as pos- 
sible, consistent with orderly functioning by the vari- 
ous Departments of the Town, maintenance of its 
equipment, ete. 


4. The Advisory Board is of the opinion that the re- 
duction in Salaries and Wages, as voted at the Annual 
Meeting, in 1933, should be effective for 1934 as well. 
The Board is also of the opinion that the same action 
which was taken in 1933, with respect to- voluntary 
contributions of not less than 10% of yearly salaries, 
should be taken in 1934 and further, that those teach- 
ers who receive salaries of $900.00 or less, should be 
asked to make no contribution. 


5B: In Waveubar 1933, the members of the Welfare 
Board met with the Advisory Board. At that meet- 
ing, they stated, upon inquiry of the latter, that there 
was due the Town, from certain cities and towns, the 
sum of approximately $1200.00. They also stated 
that one sizeable bill, due from the City of Boston, had 
been for aid given in 1981. While the reaction of 
the Advisory Board was to the effect that the Welfare 
Board is doing its work conscientiously, nevertheless 
it felt that in the matter of an attempt to collect from 


_ Gities‘and.towns, the amounts which are due the Town 


of Southborough, the Welfare Board.should pursue a, 


‘more, aggressive.policy, than it had,-prior thereto, 


6. It is the recommendetion of the Advisory Board 
that the present plan of remuneration for the. Asses- 


sors be discontinued and that hereafter, they receive 


as salary, a definite amount per annum. 


7. Especially because of the situation as outlined 
in Paragraph 3, the Advisory Board considers it of 
paramount importance, that those who are charged 
with the expenditure of money on behalf of the vari- 
ous Departments of the Town, should make every ef- 
’ fort to run the Departments as economically as pos- 
sible, during 1934.
